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South Church facing tall, expensive decisions 


By Lisa Boudreau 

Members of South Church, 41 
Central St., will face some tough 
decisions during the next few 
months. Can they afford to do all 
of the $1.3 million worth of 
repairs and renovations their 
church building needs while con- 
tinuing the level of missionary 
and community outreach pro- 
grams they have committed 
themselves to in the past? 

The church has also been 
looking into making a small 
addition to expand its office and 
Sunday school classroom space. 
The expansion could raise the 
grand total of all the needed pro- 
jects plus interest costs to $2.5 
million. 

The church held an all-congre- 
gation meeting Wednesday, Dec. 
12, to discuss the projects the 
building and grounds need, 
including the re-installment of 
the steeple, which is now secured 
on the front lawn. 

The steeple was removed Aug. 
16, Following a detailed survey of 
the building’s structural sup- 
ports, engineers determined 
repairs to the steeple, the build- 
ing and re-installation of the 
steeple would cost nearly 
$850,000, not $200,000 as original- 
ly estimated before the spire 
came down. A front-page Towns- 
man story last week incorrectly 
quoted the total for the overall 
South Church projects at 
$200,000. 

Lisa Guy, 22 Greybird Road, 
chairwoman of the congregation, 
said at Wednesday’s meeting 
that $320,000 of the work has 
been done, but she said at least 
$600,000 more needs to be com- 
pleted, 

“A lot of folks were surprised” 
to find out how much money 
would be needed to do all the 
work, said Arthur Adami, 4 
Athena Circle, church modera- 
tor. 

The church has already spent 
$320,000 during the past 18 
months investigating the struc-

steeple and securing it, replacing 
a 35-year-old heating system with 
a new gas system and installing a 
town-mandated fire alarm sys- 
tem, said Ms. Guy. Workers 
installed an elevator during that 
period, but was that project was 
paid for with independent funds, 
said Ms. Guy. 

Complete renovation of the 
building’s internal structure and 
re-installation of the steeple 
would cost approximately 
$850,000, she said. Another 
$85,000 is needed to pay for park- 
ing lot repairs to correct water 
run-off and flooding problems, 
plus painting the 130-year-old 
building. 

South Church is experiencing 
“paint failure,” said Ms. Guy, 
especially in the front part of the 
section of the building facing 
Central Street. 


There are so many layers of | 


paint on the building, said Ms. 
Guy, that the paint can no longer 
expand and contract and has 
begun to crack with extreme 
temperatures and weather condi- 
tions. The cracks have allowed 
water seepage and damage to the 
underlying wood, she said. 

The cost of removing the paint 
is larger than originally antici- 
pated because there are layers of 
lead paint. 

Still, there are those who want 
to afford returning the steeple. 

“1 don’t think there is any 
question that we would all like 
the steeple to go back up,” said 
Ms, Guy. 

“We realize the long-term goal 
is the repair of the steeple, but 
the money may take a long time 
to raise. There are other options 
too,” she said. 

“We need to raise money for 
ourselves as well as some for oth- 
er people,” she added, referring 
to the church’s community pro- 
grams. 

One alternative would be to 
remove more of the bell tower 
portion of the building and make 


lino 


repairs to the damaged sections. An interim 
roof would then be constructed and the 
steeple would be reinforced and remain on 
the ground. The goal would be to return the 
steeple to the top of the church in a three- to 
five-year period once sufficient funds were 
raised. Completing the roof and steeple 
repairs would cost approximately $285,000, 
but the sum doesn’t include returning the 
steeple to the top of the church. Additional 
money would be needed to pay for the other 
repairs, capital projects and additions. 

A second alternative would be to remove 


the bell tower and clock sections, make the 
necessary structural repairs and build a per- 
manent roof at the sanctuary level of the 
church. The six-story, 60-foot-tall steeple 
would not be returned and the building 
would have a new appearance, said Ms. Guy. 
This would cost approximately $330,000 for 
just the roof and steeple sections. 

Mr. Adami said church officials hope to 
have a consensus from the congregation by 
late February.

Say goodbye to 
Ken Mahony

Kenneth Mahony was approved 
Monday night as the new city manager 
of Portsmouth, N.H., and is scheduled 
to start his new job Jan. 1. 

“I’ve decided to take the first day 
off,” Mr. Mahony laughed Wednesday 
morning. 

Mr. Mahony, of 228 Salem St., was 
town manager in Andover for eight 
years before he resigned last February. 

The nine-member Portsmouth city 
council Monday night voted 8-1 to hire 
Mr. Mahony, and 6-3 in favor of a con- 
tract that will pay him $75,000 a year, 
according to Councilor John McMas- 
ter. Mr. McMaster, who was a dis- 
senter on the contract vote, said six 
votes were needed for approval, 

“TI thought it was a little rich,” Mr. 
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McMaster said. Mr. Mahony was mak- 
ing the same salary in Andover. 

In addition to the salary, the con- 
tract includes a $400-a-month car 
allowance, a health insurance package, 
a life insurance contribution of $2,400 a 
year and a $7,500 a year retirement con- 
tribution. 

Mr. Mahony’s primary task will be 
to bring some money into Portsmouth, 
according to Mr. McMaster. 

In the past year, Pease Air Force 
Base has closed down, Data General 
closed down, taking 800 more jobs and 
the Portsmouth Naval Shipyard will 
cut 2,000 employees by April of 1991, 
according to Mr.McMaster. 

“We need to turn that around right 
now,” he said. 

Mr. Mahony was anxious to get 
started on his new tasks, he said. 

“The council is a good council. They 
represent the entire spectrum of the 
community,” he said. “It’s pretty clear 
that they haven’t agreed where they 
want to go. And that’s the first thing. 
What do you want to bring up there?” 

Mr. Mahony and Gratia, his wife, 
will move to Portsmouth within six 
months to comply with the require- 
ments of the position, and he said he 
hoped the move wouldn't take that 
long. 

“Faster than that if I can,” he said. 
“We're looking forward to it.” 

First they have to sell their home, 
which was on the market for $599,000, 
but the price was to dropped to $499,000 
today. The house includes three acres 
of land. Two separate lots of his recent- 
ly-approved subdivision are for sale at 
$148,000 each.

Just down the 
street, the Andover Historical Society is also 
featuring some special ideas for last-minute 
gift-hunters, and everything is on sale as 
well. 

The society's calendars, filled with pic- 
tures of Andover in earlier days, is sure to 
bring pleasure to current residents. The 
community can take pride in how many of 
its structures have been preserved, although 
usage and ways of life have changed. The cal- 
endars are a perfect gift for neighbors and 
friends. Reproductions of old photos and 
maps are another good choice. Who lived 
where you do today? Children especially 
enjoy seeing the old farm names that dot the 
areas where their houses now stand. A child 
or adult may also enjoy working the sampler 
kit, as so many Andover girls did in cen- 
turies past. 

If genealogy is your thing, you will need 
one of the society’s charts, helpful aids in 
working out your family tree. Publications 
about aspects of Andover’s long and interest- 
ing history are also available, including 
walking tour brochures that describe build- 
ings and streets in different parts of town. 

If you missed Andover’s 250th anniver- 
sary in 1896, and it’s a good bet most of us 
did, have no fear. You can still buy a sou- 
venir letter opener made from timber taken 
from “Ye Ames Tavern.” A cache of these 
was recently discovered at the society, with 
the 1896 commemorative label on one side 
and the tercentenary label, dating to 1946, on 
the other. The society is hoping to move 
them all before Andover’s 350th birthday in 
1996. They cost less than $1 so come do your 
part. 

Other treats await Christmas shoppers at 
the Andover Historical Society. Decorations 
created and installed by the Andover Garden 
Club and members of the exhibitions and col- 
lections committees make a festive atmo- 
sphere at the Amos Blanchard House. All 
purchases will receive a 10 percent discount, 
20 percent for members.

Ms. Royal says the trip is part of an 
ongoing effort at Phillips to balance the 
curriculum between traditional Western 
values and those from other parts of the 
world.

NECCO enrollment up despite CUTS | BU professors give talk about realism 


Fall-semester applications to Northern 
Essex Community College were up more 
than 10 percent and enrollments were up 4 
percent despite budget cuts that forced the 
college to offer fewer day division classes, 
according to college President John R. Dimit- 


“The good news is that the demand for 
Northern Essex has never been stronger,” he 
said. “The bad news is that because of cuts to 
our budgets totaling approximately $1.5 mil- 
lion in the past three years, we have had to 
offer fewer courses in the college’s state-fund- 
ed day division.” 

Mr. Dimitry added that Gov. Michael 
Dukakis’ announcement that an additional 
$25 million will be cut from the state higher 
education budget will decrease the Northern 
Essex budget even further. 

As of Sept. 10, the total student head count 
was 8,893 with 3,731 students registered in 
the day division and 5,162 in the division of 
continuing education, which is not state 
funded. Enrollments at the same time last 
year were 8,517 with 3,928 in the day division 
and 4,589 in continuing education. 

The total enrollment for the semester was 
expected to reach more than 10,000 by 
December, according to Mr. Dimitry. 

“As the economic picture changes, people 
have become aware of the importance of 
higher education to both job stability and 
career growth,” he said. “They are taking a

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Skateboarders...People chase them away in Andover

Stapezynski said the decision was made to 
protect the skateboarders and pedestrians, 
not to harass the kids. 

Andover Police Chief James Johnson said 
the use of downtown sidewalks is becoming 
dangerous as skateboarders bump into and 
intimidate pedestrians. 

Eli Wilkie, Elm Court, a freshman at AHS, 
said he and his friends try very hard to be 
considerate of other people walking when 
they ride their skateboards. 

“Some people don’t seem to mind. They 
see us on our boards and they move a little to 
get out of the way. 

“Most of us are pretty good. We're in con- 
trol of our boards and we're cautious,” he 
said. 

Not all shopkeepers contacted by the 
Townsman have complaints. Jane Cassidy, 
co-owner of Red Harris Sporting Goods, 92 
Main St., said the kids haven’t been a 
problem recently. Managers and owners at 
Nazarian Jewelers, 35 Main St.; Courtney’s 
Collection, 39 Main St.; and Waldenbooks, 33 
Main St.; the three shops on Main Street 
whose entrances are located on a slanted 
ramp often used by skateboarders in the 
past, say there haven’t been any problems. 

“We have more problems with kids hang- 
ing on the railings” than with skateboarders, 
said Debby Nazarian of the jewelry store. 

Officer Jack Milne said the police some- 
times get calls from library staff, downtown 
merchants and private property owners 
requesting the police to make the skate- 
boarders leave. 

Skateboarders aren’t as much of a prob- 
lem as they used to be, said Nancy Jacobson, 
Memorial Hall Library director. She said the 
kids “loved” the handicap ramp and there 
were many “near misses” between the skate- 
boarders and library patrons. She said staff 
members call the police when their requests 
for skateboarders to leave the premises go 
unheeded. 

Sometimes the kids ask the police officers 
where they can go to skate, said Officer 
Milne. He said they tell the kids where they 
can’t skate and suggest if they want a safe 
place they should skate in their yard. 

“Tt really isn’t our place to go tell kids 
where they can skateboard because if they 
get hurt we may be liable,” he said. 

Other communities in this area have simi- 
lar problems with skateboarders. Some, like 
Methuen, have adopted ordinances prohibit- 
ing skateboarding in business and other con- 
gested areas. 

Methuen Police Captain Bruce McDougal 
said youths skateboarding in the town’s 
Riverside Drive Park, an area set aside for 
walkers and joggers, has become a_ hazard. 
He said the park is located near a condomini-

um complex and housing for the 
elderly and is frequently used by 
those people who began to com- 
plain they were being forced off 
the paths by skateboarders. 

Others communities, such as 
North Andover, Georgetown and 
Newburyport, have set aside 
recreation space in town parks 
for volunteer groups to raise 
money and build skateboarding 
ramps and other acrobatic sur- 
faces. 

North Andover is in the pro- 
cess of resurfacing an old basket- 
ball court at the town’s Alpin 
Piayground off Clarendon Street, 
said Rick Goreman, Youth Ser- 
vices director. 

“Rather than outlawing skate- 
boarding...now there’s a place for 
them to go,” Mr. Goreman said. 

The idea was approved by the 
North Andover selectmen earlier 
this year and the area was set 
aside. This was the extent of the 
town’s involvement in the pro-

ject, said Mr. Goreman. Volun- 
teers raised $2,000 toward the 
total $5,000 needed to pay for the 
resurfacing and construction of 
small plywood ramps. The area 
is slated to be finished in time for 
skateboarding this spring, he 
said. 


The town added a rider to its 
insurance policy that covers the 
town in the same way for other 
sporting injuries incurred by 
people playing at other town 
parks. 

Newburyport was successful 
in a similar grassroots effort to 
develop and fund a skateboard- 
ing area in Cashman Park about 
two years ago. 

“The city has gone to great 
lengths to provide areas for kids 
to skate,” said Robert Whrite- 
nour, an administrative assis- 
tant in the mayor’s office.

Synagogues relieve Christian volunteers 


More than 1,500 volunteers from Mas- 
sachusetts are expected to participate in Pro- 
ject Ezra on Christmas Day.

socializing with guests to brighten the holi- 
day for them. Other volunteers will make vis- 
its to people who are home bound by old age 
or poor health, delivering Christmas dinner 
and gifts, Ms. Garber said. 

Volunteers will also help with music, arts 
and crafts and recreational activities for 
patients at area nursing homes throughout 
the day. The variety of Project Ezra assign- 
ments reflects the many needs in the commu- 
nity, which existing shelters and feeding pro- 
grams are striving to meet, Ms. Garber said. 

Most of the Project Ezra volunteers are 
members of area synagogues, who are par- 
ticipating through their congregations’ 
social action committees. Teams of syna- 
gogue volunteers have been matched to vol- 
unteer settings by Ms. Garber, who is coordi- 
nating this community-service program for 
the fifth year. 

Lillian Shulman, president of the Syna- 
gogue Council of Massachusetts, has 
expressed great satisfaction with the 
increased number of volunteers to help feed 
the hungry this year, and at the expanded 
participation of congregational groups that 
have established their own volunteer pro- 
grams through Project Ezra.

dam a drainage culvert to form the 
pond, or by an Oak Street resident, 
who removes leaves, logs and other 
debris from the culvert to drain the 
backed up water. 

Changing the water level — up or 
down - is against the law, according 
to Robert Pustell, chairman of the 
Conservation Commission. 

“That’s correct. That’s what the 
Wetland Protection Act says,” Mr. 
Pustell said Monday. 

But the proper water level is a 
tricky question. 

The culvert routes water under 
Clark Road, Andover Street and the 
Ballardvale playground out to the 
Shawsheen River. The culvert and 
brook are located in the Andover Vil- 
lage Improvement Society’s Burns 
Reservation and bordered by residen- 
tial properties. 

Richard St. Amand, of 11 Oak St., 
claims that his property, several hun- 
dred yards up river from the culvert, 
floods when leaves and sticks block 
the culvert and the water level of the 
brook rises. 

The neighbors, whose lands abut 
the brook, say the blockage is natural 
and that a reservoir known as Clark’s 
Pond has always existed there. They 
claim Mr. St. Amand’s interference is 
changing the wetlands in the area. 

“Where there were lilly pads, frogs, 
fish and ducks there are now weeds,” 
said Madeline Partridge, of 5 Center 
St. “The mosquitoes were terrible last 
year.” 

Ms. Partridge blames her son’s 
worsening hay fever on the weeds 
that have grown as a result of Mr. St. 
Amand’s handiwork. 

Donna O'Connell, whose property 
at 2 Clark Road abuts the culvert, said 
the pond used to be deep enough to 
fish. 

“That’s a natural dam that’s 
always happened,” said Ms. O’Con- 
nell. 

Mr. St. Amand disagrees. 

The original pond, to whatever 
extent it was a pond, filled in with 
debris naturally and no longer exists, 
according to Mr. St. Amand. The 
neighbors who dam the brook are 
raising the water levels higher than is 
natural and are causing his yard to be 
flooded and unuseable, he said. 

“We used to have a garden in the 
back and the garden has become 
inundated,” Mr. St. Amand said. 
“They're out there stuffing logs at the 
bottom of the grate.” 

“He wants complete dry lands up 
where he lives and he can never have 
that,” Ms. Partridge said. “St. Amand 
has caused so much stress in this 
town that we're ready to stuff him in 
the gutter.” 

To complicate matters, the main 
culvert has collapsed in places under- 
ground and is now almost completely 
blocked and drains very slowly. After 
heavy rains, the water now drains 
through an overflow pipe onto Bal-

When Mr. St. Amand clears the 
debris during these high water times, 
the backed-up water floods the play- 
ground and the basements of houses on 
Clinton Court, according to Barbara 
Labarre, who lives with Antoinette 
Popadak, her mother, at 6 Clark Road. 

“It floods the playground, which in 
turn floods two houses,” Ms. Labarre 
said. 

Once last spring, when Mr. St. 
Amand cleared the culvert, fish from 
the pond ended up flopping on the 
grass of the playground, according to 
Ms. Labarre. 

The Conservation Commission pro- 
cessed a request of determination and, 
after viewing a series of aerial photos 
taken over several years, ruled on Oct 
19 that Clark’s Pond did exist. 

The commission asked Bob 
McQuade, director of Public Works, to 
perform a topographic study to deter- 
mine what ‘the safe levels of the pond

were in the past and also how much 
debris and sediment have filled in the 
pond area. 

Mr. McQuade is administering that 
study along with a hydrologic study 
needed to determine the drainage 
requirements of the entire watershed 
so repairs can be planned for the cul- 
vert. 

But resources for the needed 
drainage repairs will probably have to 
go to a vote at Town Meeting, accord- 
ing to Buzz Stapczynski, town manag- 
er. 

The town manager said the town is 
addressing the situation as best it can. 

“The town’s position is that it is in 
the proper place to be handled. It’s in 
the Conservation Commission,” Mr. 
Stapezynski said. 

In the meantime, Mr. St. Amand 
appealed the Conservation Commis- 
sion’s decision to the DEP, which was 
the reason for the’site visit this week.

The neighbors are happy that the 
town is making an effort to resolve the 
drainage problem and are willing to 
wait until spring, if that’s what it 
takes, to resolve it, according to Ms. 
O'Connell. 

“At first their attitude was it’s a 
neighborhood problem,” Ms. O’Connell 
said. “Now it’s not a neighborhood 
problem.” 

The Conservation Commission 
asked residents on both sides of the 
argument to leave the culvert alone 
until the DPW has a chance to study 
the area and propose a solution. But 
that isn’t quite working. 

“Bob Pustell (Conservation Commis- 
sion chairman) said nobody is sup- 
posed to be down there playing with 
the water levels,” Ms. Labarre said. 

“(Mr. St. Amand) has been here six 
times if you count yesterday,” Ms. 
O'Connell said Friday. “He’s above the 
law.” 

The Conservation Commission rul- 
ing and request does not prevent him 
from clearing the culvert, Mr. St. 
Amand said Friday. 

“Just removing leaves and debris 
was not one of the restrictions,” Mr. St. 
Amand said.

Editor, Townsman: 

The Townsman’s annual coverage of 
Andover Cottage Industries multi-house hol- 
iday event had a very different twist this 
year. 

Compared with the previous year photo 
Stories of neighbors enjoying themselves on 
a “fun day” in Andover, visiting craftsmen 
showing off their wares in a home setting, 
this year the story (12/13/90, front page) was 
reported that the town, through its building 
inspector, had to invoke a 1936 bylaw to shut 
the (eight year) annual event down. This has 
been very disturbing to the people who 
enjoyed the multi-house tour, whether they 
were the individuals who worked hard to get 
ready or the people who came and enjoyed 
the hospitality, the always different home 
decorations and, of course, the items crafted 
for sale. 

Paul Harvey, known to many for his 
interesting radio vignettes, has a format 
which raises a question in your mind, then 
after a break, answers that question with 
“and that’s the rest of the story.” Speaking as 
one of the member homes involved with the 
Andover Cottage Industries and with Home- 
works before that, I feel that the rest of the 
story has yet to be told. 

The questions raised by the lead article of 
the Townsman last week seemed to my wife 
and I to be consistent when asked by our 
friends and even those who never got to 
come to the annual house-to-house event.

Delay in setting tax rate could cost $200K 


By Don Staruk 

Selectmen tomorrow night will try to set a 
tax rate so that tax bills can be mailed out 
before the first of the year. If they fail, it 
could cost the town an estimated $200,000 in 
lost interest and borrowing fees. 

Tax bills were due to be sent out Dec. 1, 
but because of complications related to pro- 
cessing revaluation figures, the information 
needed to set the rate was not available until 
late Monday afternoon, Dec. 17. The Board of 
Selectmen had a hearing scheduled for Mon- 
day night, but because the information was 
received so late, the board continued the 
hearing until tomorrow night, Friday, at 6 
p.m. in the town offices. 

The timing is now crucial because, accord- 
ing to state law, the bills must be out by Dec. 
31 or their due date, now set for Feb. 1, will be 
pushed to May 1. 

The due date has already been pushed 
ahead from Jan. 1. If it is delayed to May 1, 
the loss of interest revenue and cost of bor- 
rowing to pay the town’s bills could run as 
high as $200,000, according to Tony Torrisi, 
budget and finance director. 

One option the town has is to ask the state 
Legislature to allow a third estimated billing 
to be sent out. State law prohibits estimating 
more than 50 percent of the year’s tax bill, 
and the town has already estimated the first 
two quarterly billings. But a special act of 
legislation could allow the town to mail.out 
another estimated bill in January, and the 
board asked that Rep. Susan Tucker (D- 
Andover) and Sen. Patricia McGovern (D- 
Lawrence) file the necessary request. 

“ The only problem with that is the bills 
would probably be lower, and produce less 
revenue, than possible with actual bills, and 
it would leave residents vulnerable to a big 
final bill in the spring. 

Classification 

At issue in setting the rate is not the 
amount of money that needs to be raised — 
that amount has been set at $39 million, Prop- 
erty values have declined, as have revenues, 
and the tax rates are going to go up.

But the selectmen have to decide how 
much of the burden is going to be paid by res- 
idents and how much by commercial and 
industrial property owners. Setting this rate 
each year is called tax classification. 

Andover currently taxes commercial and 
industrial properties at 115 percent of their 
assessed value and residential properties at 
100 percent. This shifts more of the burden 
onto businesses using the rationale that, in 
good times, businesses can better afford it. 
Although the state allows up to a 75 percent 
shift in the tax rate, any shift is questioned 
each year for its fairness, 

Using the current 15 percent shift, residen- 
tial tax rates would increase $1.29 to $11.69 
per $1,000 of property value, or 12.4 percent. 
The commercial and industrial rate would 
increase $1.49 to $14.41 per $1,000, or 11.5 per- 
cent. 

But residential values dropped about 1 
percent, so the real residential tax increase is 
only about 11.4 percent. Commercial values 
dropped 3 percent and industrial about 1.5 
percent, so their actual tax increases are also 
minimized slightly. 

But because commercial and industrial 
values dropped more than residential values, 
more of the tax burden would be on the resi- 
dential property owners if classification 
were to remain at 115 percent. 

{nstead of 61.6 percent of the overall tax 
burden, or $24 million of the $39 million, resi- 
dents would be paying 64.6 percent, or about 
$25.2 million. 

The shift would have to be changed to 125 
percent for commercial and industrial prop- 
erties if the tax burden were to remain con- 
stant. 

This year the economic strain on both 
businesses and residents has board members 
taking extra care in considering the tax shift. 

“It’s going to hit the wrong guy,” Select- 
man Gerald Silverman said, indicating the 
small business owner. 

Revaluation 

The recently completed property revalua- 
tion has found that the value of all property 
in Andover decreased by $168 million this

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Deputy fire chiefs file vs. town 


By Don Staruk 

Andover’s deputy fire chiefs filed suit 
against the town earlier this month over a 3 
percent raise, which could cost the town an 
additional $31,000 a year if the court finds in 
their favor. 

“It’s strictly a decision making process. 
We’re not unduly upset by this,” Deputy 
Chief Harold Wright said this week. 

The suit, filed in Salem District Court on 
Dec. 5, claims the deputy chiefs do not 
receive a 3 percent stipend they are entitled 
to for holding class 1 and 2 licenses. 

Chief Harold Hayes denied the raise. 

“They came to me and asked me to 
approve it and I said I wouldn’t because the 
contract says firefighters only. I don’t consid- 
er them firefighters; I consider them manage- 
ment,” Chief Hayes said. “I feel that they are 
fire officers, not firefighters.” 

The deputies disagreed. 


The deputies are not members of the 
union and have a letter of agreement instead 
of a contract. But the letter of agreement ref- 
erences the benefits of the union contract as 
applying to the deputies unless otherwise 
stipulated, according to Deputy Wright. 
Nothing in the letter stipulated that the 
deputies were not entitled to the 3 percent 
raise, according to Deputy Wright. 

But Buzz Stapezynski, town manager, 
stood behind the chief's decision not to grant 
the raise to officers and the deputies decided 
to let the court be the arbitrator. 

“We're just asking the court to make a 
decision,” Deputy Wright said. 

An incentive 

The stipend was part of the most recent 
contract agreement with the firefighters’ 
union. 

Its purpose was as an incentive for fire- 
fighters to go out on their own and get 
licensed to drive the heavy equipment, 
according to Chief Hayes. 

“The contract reads that any firefighter 
holding the class 1 or 2 licenses would 
receive the 3 percent stipend,” the chief said.

Federal laws require certain licenses for 
certain equipment, but Massachusetts is 
exempted from those laws right now. In fact, 
the registry does not require any class 1 or 2 
licenses for firefighters, according to Deputy 
Wright. 

The chief said he agreed to the raise for 
licensing the firefighters in case that exemp- 
tion is lifted and for its incentive value. 

“The purpose of it was to reward the 
drivers for the job that they’re doing,” Chief 
Hayes said. “It’s an incentive to go and get 
qualified. All the drivers do now have class 1 
and 2 licenses.” 

The deputies don’t drive the trucks, and 
although they do train drivers in procedures 
to follow, the drivers are already licensed, 
according to the chief. 

“They're not instructors,” he said of the 
deputies. 

The chief did not have exact figures Tues- 
day for how much money was at stake, but 
he said it is a significant amount. 

One of the five deputies earned more than 
$71,000 including overtime last year. Another 
deputy earned more than $70,000, two earned 
more than $65,000 and the fifth earned more 
than $53,000. 


A 3 percent increase for the four higher- 
paid deputies who hold special licenses 
would cost the town about $8,200 a year and 
would lift the highest paid deputy’s pay, if it 
were consistent with last year’s figures, to 
about $73,000. 

But the 15 lieutenants, who currently do 
not receive the stipend either and who 
earned $699,000 last year, would add another 
$21,000 cost if they were all licensed. That’s a 
total added cost of about $29,000 for this year 
alone. 

“We're talking some money, and at a bud- 
get crisis time, I don’t think it’s a thing that 
should be done,” Chief Hayes said. 

The town has until Jan. 1 to respond to the 
suit. Attorney Michael Gilman is handling 
the suit for the town, according to Mr. 
Stapcezynski.

Andover figures 
in witch trials’ 
fercentenary 


The Essex Institute in Salem, Mass., 
received a $70,000 planning grant from the 
National Endowment for the Humanities for 
an exhibition, “Days of Judgment: The 
Salem Witch Trials of 1692.” 

Scheduled to open in June 1992, the exhi- 
bition will commemorate the tercentenary of 
the Salem witch trials of 1692 and be accom- 
panied by extensive public programming. 

The outbreak of witchcraft accusations in 
1692 has fascinated historians, as well as the 
general public, almost since the time of the 
incident itself. “Days of Judgment: The 
Salem Witch Trials of 1692” will explore the 
social, intellectual, legal and religious condi- 
tions in Salem and New England that gave 
rise to the Salem witch trials. 

During the summer of 1692, more than 140 
men and women were accused of practicing 
witchcraft. Centered in Salem, accusations

town were accused. 


spread to Beverly, Topsfield, Andover, Lynn, 
Salisbury, Haverhill, Woburn, Charlestown, 
Ipswich, Reading, Gloucester, Boxford, 
Manchester, Malden, Rowley, Amesbury, 
Marblehead, Chelmsford and Billerica. 

In all, 19 were finally executed, including 
Martha Carrier, Mary Parker and Samuel 
Wardwell of Andover. Another resident, Ann 
Foster, died in prison. A total of 42 from 
Andover were accused of being witches. 

The social and religious context of the 
accusations and the individual lives of the 
accused and the accusers will be explored 
through court testimony, personal histories, 
social customs, religious beliefs and surviv- 
ing artifacts from 17th-century Essex Coun- 
ty. 

Led by Susan J. Montgomery of Boston 
University, the exhibition team includes 
Essex Institute staff members Robert Weis, 
curator of exhibitions, and Will LaMoy, act- 
ing director of the library. 

Consultants on the project include Bar- 
bara Dailey and Anne Brown, Boston Uni- 
versity; David D. Hall, Harvard Divinity 
School; Stephen Nissenbaum, University of 
Massachusetts; Robert B. St. George, Univer- 
sity of Pennsylvania; Natalie Hull, Rutgers 
University; Carol Karlsen, University of 
Michigan; John Demos, Yale University; and 
Richard Trask, Danvers Archival Center.

Andover’s Chris Eggert, who put 
together back-to-back “dream seasons” 
for the Andover High and Andover 
American Legion Post 8 championship 
baseball teams last spring and summer, 
has recently been named to the presti- 
gious 19909 American Baseball Coaches 
Association High School All-District 1 
All-Star team. 

To put the honor in its proper per- 
spective, All-District is just one step 
below High School All-American. 

Only five Mas- 
sachusetts players 
were chosen on the 13- 
man District 1 team, 
which covers the six 
New England states 
and New York. 

There are eight sep- 
arate district teams 
chosen from the talent 
pool in all 50 states. 

Eggert, now a fresh- 
man at Assumption 
College in Worcester 
where he recently 
completed the fall 
baseball season, is a 
lefthanded 
pitcher/first baseman 
who rang up incredi- 
ble numbers on the 
mound. 

A hint of things to 


come occured in Chris’ junior year of 


high school, when he posted a 6-1 
record for a 16-7 Golden Warrior team 
that advanced to the Eastern Mass. 
Division 1 North Sectional Tournament 
semifinal round. 

In 46 innings Eggert allowed 43 hits, 
struck out 45, walked only 10 and regis- 
tered a 2.28 earned run average. 

Control and craftiness were Eggert’s 
styengths. 

At the plate he also hit .262 with 22 
RBI, eight doubles and one home run. 

“The end of my junior year is when I 
started to feel everything coming 
together for me (as a pitcher),” said 
Eggert. 

Sweeping the honors 

This past spring Eggert swept every 
award in sight at the conclusion of the 
high school season. 

He was selected the Merrimack Val- 
ley Conference Most Valuable Player, a 
first-team All-Conference, a unanimous 
All-Scholastic of both Boston newspa- 
p@rs, an Eastern Mass. Division 1 All- 
Star, and the Eastern Mass. Division 1 
“Player-of-the-Year.” 

That last honor, in effect, names 
Eggert the No. 1 high school baseball 
player in Massachusetts. 
On the mound he was a perfect 8-0 for 
Andover’s Eastern Mass. Division 1 
a finalist (20-4 teamyrecord)> ~~ 2

In 59.1 innings Eggert allowed 12 
earned runs, 35 hits and 19 walks. He 
struck out 70 (1.2 per inning) and posted 
a 1.42 earned run average. 

He fattened his offensive statistics 
last spring, hitting .345 with 29 hits in 
84 at-bats. He scored 21 runs, drove in 
22 for the second consecutive year, hit 
seven doubles, one triple and two home 
runs. 

He also lettered as a sophomore, but 
did not have a won-lost record on the 
mound. 

His two-season high 
school record of 14-1 
was marred only by a 
4-3 loss to Tewksbury.

Scouts interested 
“Several major 


league scouts are defi- 
nitely looking at him 
with great interest, although they can’t 
approach him until he’s a junior in col- 
lege,” continued Bettencourt, a pro 
scout himself. “He's definitely someone 
the scouts will continue to watch. 

“Another thing in his favor is every 
time you see Chris he’s improved. He 
keeps getting a little bigger and a little 
better.” 

Eggert has put on about 15 pounds 
since graduation last June, and now 
stands 63” and weighs close to 210. 

He also added about five m.p.h, to his 
fastball, which now travels between 83 
and 85. 

As far as the competitive angle goes,

stant clicking and ringing of the cash 
register. 
Yes, more of those were on order, 
was one answer. “Cotton,” not cor- 
«duroy, another. Something else was 
$9.95. Just as business sounded as if it 
might be slowing up, more, new voices 
chimed in. The caller decided it might 
be best to call back later and hung up. 
Last year at this time, rumors of 
store closings were the rule as 
| Andover’s downtown businesses went 
| into a skid. Subsequent closings 
included Moose-a-laneous, the Ele- 
phant’s Trunk, Scanlon’s Hardware, 
Barcelos grocery store and Threads of 
Ireland. 
But this year business reviews are 
_=mixed and things seem to have leveled 
off somewhat. 

“It’s down from last year,” said Sue 
Bottiggi, night manager at New Eng- 

| Jand Stores in Shawsheen Plaza. “We 

still have a steady flow of customers. 

| We've actually done fairly well. We're 
just not doing the volume that we did 
last year though.” 

No real trends are obvious in what 
people are or are not buying, according 
to Ms. Bottiggi. 

“In toys it doesn’t seem to matter,” 
she said, “We've done a fairly large vol- 
ume of Christmas decorations this 
year. We're virtually sold out at this 

*opoint of all the lights that we had.” 

Up town at the Andover Bookstore 
in Olde Andover Village business is 
booming, according to Bill Dalton, who 
owns the store with his wife, Carolyn, 

“Wicked busy. Very, very good,” Mr. 
Dalton said Monday. “Today is a huge 
day. Our business is up over 70 percent 
over last Christmas season.” 

The bookstore had its busiest day 
ever on Friday, Dec. 7, until it was 
exceeded the next day. That was in 
turn beaten this past Saturday, accord- 
ing to Mr. Dalton, and he said the best 

»,is yet to come. 
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‘The husbands, instead of two 
things, they buy one.

“Christmas Eve day will be the 
biggest day in the history of the store,” 
Mr. Dalton predicted. “It’s advertising, 
pure and simple.” 

Mr. Dalton doesn’t think his busi- 
ness is an extreme exception and he 
suggested that New England is on its 
way out of the slowdown. 

“1 don’t think it’s too bad. There are 
a number of stores that say they are 
doing well this year and I think they 
are,” he said. “My sense is that we are 
at the bottom and starting up, There 
seems to be a little bit of optimism for a 
change.” 

Renee Russem, owner of Samantha’s 
Fine Clothing for women on Main 
Street, is hesitant to herald a fairly 
good season. 

“Pm afraid if I say too much I'll jinx 
it,” she said Tuesday. “We're at least 
keeping up with last year and from 


_what other people (not necessarily in 


town) are saying, that’s good. 

“If you’re a smart retailer, you 
didn’t go into this year buying as much 
merchandise as you did previously,” 
she said. “If you bought wisely to begin 
with, you don’t have to plan on giving 
it away.” 

A merchant can reduce the amount 
of merchandise, keep prices fair and do 
a good business, according to Ms. 
Russein. 

“This year the plan was not to buy 
as much and sell what you had,” she 
said. 

The Strawberry Tree card and gift 
shop on Main Street has only been in 
business for a month, but employees 
there are happy with what they've seen 
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so far, according to Sean Quinn, whose 
parents own the store. 

“We're doing very good. We're very 
happy with it,” Mr. Quinn said. 

Sandy Gravell, who along with his 
dad, Leo, have owned and operated the 
Andover Hockey Shop in Shawsheen 
Square for 22 years, said their busi- 
ness has not been affected by the slow- 
down in the economy. Y 

“Tt hasn’t changed us here,” Sandy 
Gravell said Tuesday. 

Parents are still finding the money 
to buy baseball gloves and footballs for 
their kids, he said, but skates are the 
big item for Christmas. 

“I'd say we're down 10 percent,” Mr. 
Gravell said, “It’s not as good as it has 
been in the past, but business is good. 
It’s very good.” 

John Webber, owner of Butler’s 
Pantry on Barnard Street, said busi- 
ness is off just a bit. 

“Business is OK. I’m happy with 
business, considering the economy,” 
Mr. Webber said. “I don’t think it’s as 
busy in general. I think people are 
spending probably less per item.” 

People who would normally buy a 
cake for $15 are buying the one for $12, 
he said. But because his business is 
food items, he expects this weekend to 
be a big one. 

“My business is last-minute stuff,” 
he said 

John Zenevitch, manager of Macart- 
ney’s clothing store on Main Street for 
the past 38 years, said consolidation of 
the Lawrence store into Andover has 
helped business. 

“We are running 25 percent ahead of 
last year,” Mr. Zenevitch said. 

“We're doing very well mainly 
because we did close our Lawrence 
store in June and we're getting a lot of 
our old Lawrence customers. So we're 
doing quite well under the circum- 
stances,” he said. “We've been blessed 
by their faithfulness to us, I would 
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Business at Macartney’s had started 
slipping last year at this time, and 1988 
would provide a more accurate com- 
parison according to Mr. Zenevitch. 

“We're just a hair behind, but are 
hoping to accomplish 1988 figures,” he 
said. 

Business is up at Waldenbooks on 
Main Street, according to Barbara 
Kennedy, store manager. 

“It’s really good. Better than last 
year. We're having a great season,” Ms. 
Kennedy said. “Civil War books are 
going out of here like crazy.” 

She credited the store’s membership 
discount, which gives 10 percent off the 
regular price of books, as a big reason 
for the increase in sales. 

Across the street, Enzo Fossella, 
owner of Enzo of Andover clothing 
store, said business is very good. 

“I think we're getting our share,” 
Mr. Fossella said. “It’s not what it usu- 
ally is, but my customers, I think the 
last 10 days is when they come out. 
Under these economic conditions, I am 
pretty pleased with what I see so far. I 
would say we're 10 percent down from 
last year. It’s not what it used to be, but 
I think we'll end up with a pretty good 
Christmas.” 

Mr. Fossella, president of the 
Andover Chamber of Commerce, said 
businesses and shoppers are being 
more reserved in their expectations. 

“We're just being very cautious. We 
don’t take the steps that we usually 
take. We’re not in the buying mood 
that we were,” he said. 

“The husbands, instead of two 
things, they buy one.
